THE SALE OF GAS STOCK. 


‘We promised yesterday to show why, 
if the works were in the hands of a few 
‘men, gas would be cheaper than at pre- 

_ sent. A little consideration will conyince 
any oné that such will be the case. The 
__ parties owning it will try to make all the 
money out of it that they can: at the 
present consumption of gas it would not 
begin to pay. Then how would they get 
more gas consumed? . Only by cheapen- 
ing the price so that it could be brought 
into something like competition with coal 
oil; and they could very well afford to 
do this if they could sell more. Like any 
other business it takes about a given sum 
to carry it on, andall returns beyond that 
sum are profits assuming for the sake of 
argument that it costs $2000 year to 
_ meet the inevitable expenses of the works, 
and; as is the fact, that the coal to make 
4 thousand feet of gas costs $1 and the gas

& million feet, which would sell for $4000 
leaving, over working expenses $1000; 
but if they reduced the price to $3. per 
thousand, and by that means sold two 
millions, this would cost them $4000, 
and would sell for $6000, leaving over 
working expenses $2000, and so on in 
roportion with any other quantity. 

_ Nowif “the price was. lowered and 
there was any one to push it, there aré 
whole streets where it is not laid down 
now that would take it in almost every 
house. 

And what we mean by its being made 
plenty. Some persons imagine that the 
gas company is going to be made rich by 
the fact that the Government talk of ta- 
king gas for the asylum. ‘These people 
forget that the asylum is not a vast ho- 
tel where gus will be kept flasing all 
night long, but « well regulated boarding 
school where lights will all be out at an 
early hour. An estimate has been made 
of the quantity that the asylum will con- 
sume ; it will be somewhere between 150 
and 200 thousand ft. worth at present pri- 
ces $600 or $800; and it must be borne in 
mind that the Government have only 
agreed to go toone half the expense of lay- 
ing down the pipes, which will cost, as an 
actual survey and estimate shews $5000, 
By the time the company have expended 
$2500 on the pipes they have a small |

The facts, as [ understand them, are sim- 
ply these, Mr. Brown upon the completion 
of a railroad contract in the State of New 
York, hada steam execavator for working in 
deep cuttings, which he was about bringing 
home when the waitecs of dredging the har- 
bor was being discussed. A happy idea 
seems to have struck him, which resulted 
in an offer to the Town of the use of a 
promiscuous lot of old machinery by their 
paying the frieght on it to Belleville. A 
very generous offer, no doubt, when we con- 
sider the fact, that he, Mr. Brown would be 
getting his machinery through free of charge 
the Town paying all expenses, without the 
remotest probability of their ever attempt- 
ing to use it In fact it was in no way suit- 
able for a dredge for water excavation, and 
any attempt to utilize it for that purpose 
would haye been sheer folly. 

When the machinery arrived and the 
matter was discussed, with the view of 
making it available, the Town Obuncil saw 
the utter absurdity of attempting to use it, 
which led to a warm discussion of the whole 
subject, and resulted in the withdrawal of 
the offer made by the town. Mr. James 
Brown making such withdrawal in open 
Council on behalf of his brother in language 
to say the least, that was not becoming a 
Town Councillor. But it is said that Mr. 
James Brown's withdrawal, in no way 
effect his brother. I feel confident before 
this matter is concluded that it will be seen 
that it has very much to do with the case 
from the well-known fact that the two Mr. 
Browns haye been partners for years pre- 
vious—a partnership which still exists, and 
to all intents and purposes binds each by 
the others acts. What absurdity then for 
the ‘Intelligencer’ to attempt to hoodwink 
the public by using such terms as ‘‘ common 
justice and honesty,” and stigmatizing the 
acts of the Council as ‘‘dishonourable.”

For several weeks past an unusual supply 
of money orders and drafts from Philadel- 
phia and New York, have been received at 
Burlington, payable to men well-known as 
Fenians.

Mace and other Canadians who escaped 
with Scott from prision at Fort Garry, be- 
fore they joined Boulton’s force, say posi- 
tively that Scott was an escaped prisoner, 
and that he never was liberated by Riel, 
and, consequently, could not be on parole. 

They say the English and Scotch settlers 
are much exasperated at Riel’s insolent and 
tyrannical rule ; but that the loyalists are 
afraid to take steps against him, fearing that 
assistance might not be sent, and that they 
might be left to fight it out alone. 

Mace and his party say Scott was very 
outspoken in his opposition to Riel and 
other agencies which eucouraged Riel to get 
up a pretext to have him shot.

Vocan Music in tHe Frenoh Navy.— 
They order things curiously in France, 
Judging from history it might be supposed 
that there were several branches of study 
more important to French sailors than that 
of vocal music.

More Patronage Wanted. 


The Ottawa Government, as well as that 
of Ontario, is forever striving to get posses- 
sion of additional patronage, with which to 
bribe people and control elections. It is 
for this purpose that Sir John A. wants a 
host of revising barristers appointed to re- 
vise the voters’ list ; and for the same reason 
he desires that all placemen and _office- 
holders shall be allowed to vote for Govern- 
ment candidates at elections for the Com- 
mons ; and it is no doubt for this reason that 
Peter Mitchell, Minister of Marine, wants 
to get a law passed with the following 
clause in it;—‘It shall be the duty of 
Ministers to invite tenders by public adver- 
tisement for the execution of all works, 
except in cases of pressing emergency, when 
delay would bo injurious to the public in- 
terests, or where, from the nature of the 
work, it would be more expeditiously and 
economically executed by officers and ser- 
vants of the Department.” This provision 
is nothing more nor leds than a new mode 
of legalizing jobbery and corruption, such 
as John A. Macdonald's government, would 
revel in as it did years ago in the Baby and 
other jobs, The Minister of Marine would, 
of course, be the judge in all these cases ;

Ireland. Disraeli then submitted the amend- 

mont granting compensation to retiring ten-

provements and unfinished course of husbandry, 

Some replied to Disraeli in a speech irrelevant 

to the amendment under consideration.— 

Gathorne Hardy supported Disraeli’s amend- 
ment. Hardy and Sir Roundell Palmer, who 
followed him, both urged greater caution than 
the Government had exhibited so far in the 
management ofthis measure. The changes pro- 
posed were generally too ill-conducted and 
sweeping. Fortescue, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, repelled the charges made against the 
Government. Clare S. Read, member forSouth 
Norfolk, denounced the bill as revolutionary. 
Mr, Brodrick, Sir Patrick O'Brien and others 
followed, but presented no new argaments.— 
Gladstone explained that point of the clause 
was compensation to the tenant, not the scale 
by which it should be awarded. He said the 
amendment proposed by Disraeli was intended 
not to modify but to kill the bill. Disraeli re- 
plied to various arguments which had been 
been made to his amendment and closed the 
debate. 

The House then divided with the following 
result: for Disracli’s amendment 220, against 
296, majority for Government 76. The House 
then adjourned. 

In the House of Lords last evening Lord Pen- 
zance moved a return to the Crown of pardons 
granted during the past three years, and sup- 
ported his motion with a speech, in which he 
severely censured the Government, for its ex- 
treme facility in the exercise of the prerogative 
of clemency.

Macdonald to place at the disposal of Par- 
liament any information the Government 
might have on the subject, in order that the 
members and the country might know what 
steps were being taken to secure the safety 
of other persons, still prisoners in the 
hands of the “‘ruffians” by whom Scott 
had been put to death. He also wished to 
know what instructions, with respect to the 
persons held in imprisonment, had been 
given to the sent up os 
negotiators by the Government to Red 
River. 

Sir John A. Macdonald, admitting the 
propriety of the question, and the fact that 
the murder had been committed, said as yet 
the Government had received no notice 
upon the subject. Mr. Donald Smith had 
gone to spend Sunday with his family and 
on his return, which was hourly expected, 
would present a report. Sir John then 
went on to explain that the Commissioners 
sont to Red River had been instructed to 
pursue a policy of conciliation, that the 
Government had no right to order the dis- 
charge of the prisoners, and that any threat 
on their part would have prejudiced the line 
of Jpolicy their representatives were pur- 

suing. He understood from Mr. Smith all 
the prisoners had now been discharged.

Dr. Schultz. 


This gentleman whose name has been 
mentioned so frequently in connection 
with the North-west is a Canadian by 
birth, having first seen the light in the 
western part of Upper Canada. He stu- 
died medicine at Victoria College, and 
graduated there as M. D., about 1863. 
He was a favorite pupil of our old Towns- 
man Dr, Canniff, who, has always kept 
his portrait—taken in costume at his 
graduation—hanging in his dining room. 
The writer has often seen it. It repres- 
sents Dr, Schultz, at that time, asa young 
man of perhaps twenty-four; tall, straight 


___ and flaxen-haired, of powerful frame, but 


very thin. Dr. Schultz went,#soon after 
taking his degree, to the Red River 
country, more on a visit of curiosity, 
than with any expectation of remaining; 
he was pleased with the country, pro- 
foundly impressed with its resources, and 
ultimate destiny, and finally decided to 
make it his home. A man of his ener- 
getic and prictical nature, was not satis- 
fied to practice medicine in a climate 
where nearly every one was healthy, and 
where the openings for business were 
numerous and tempting. He began do- 
ing business as a merchant and general 
trader; and in the few years he has been 
in the country, has laid the foundation of 
4 fortune, which would have soon been 
realized had not M. le President soon it 
necessary for the public service to confis- 
cate—anglice steal—his property. 
‘The resources of the country were not 
the only objects that profoundly impress- 
Dr. Schultz ; the charms of an educa- 
ted and highly accomplished half-breed 
lady, of good family on the English side, 
and doubtless royal-blood on the Indian 
tide, so fascinated him that some years 
ago he laid his heart and fortunes at her 
feet, and they were married. A lady 
friend who has seen her portrait describes 
her as o brilliant brunette, with a wilder- 
neas of raven hair, but with that softened 
expreasion of the eye which makes many 
women with Indian blood in their veins 
so charming, Recent events shew that 
Mra.

Jackson ys. Yromans.—This was an ac- 
tion tried by a special Jury. Deft. took a 
deed of some 16 acres of land on the lot 
next north of the Richardson mine, in 
March 1868, paid $1,000 and gaye’’ mort- 
gage for $5,000, on the understanding that 
he was not to be personally liable, for the 
payments; ifthe mine turned out well, the 
mortgage would be paid, if not he would 
forfeit any payments he had made. The 
covenants in the mortgage were struck 
out. This action was brought to recover 
the first instalment of $1,000. 

Jas. Jackson called by Mr. Wallbridge— 
objected to by Mr. Bell as a plaintiff in the 
action. Refused by the Judge. 

Mrs. Sarah Jackson called by Mr Wall- 
bridge—objected to by Mr. Bell—sworn.— 
Sold land to Yeomans. Received $1,000 
and a mortgage for $5,000. Witness 
came to Belleville to get payment of $1,000 
due on Mortgage, shortly after payment be- 
came due. Saw Mr. Yeomans on the 
street in company with Mr. Jackson. Mr, 
Jackson said that Mr. Yeomans wanted 
them (pltffs.) to wait two months, and Mr. 
Yeomans promised to pay the whole if they 
would wait. Plifls. waited two months be- 
fore asking for the money, onitaking any 
steps to recover. 

Cross examined by Mr. Bell,—Can't fix 
the exact time at which witness and her 
husband came to Belleville to see Mr. Yeo- 
mans. Never saw Mr. Yeomans but once 
after the sale of the land. Swears nobody 
was present except Yeomans, Jackson and 
witness, and nobody else spoke with 
them during the time. Nothing was said 
about wanting to test the mine, the only 
object was to get time to raise the money to 
pay the $5,000. Never heard Jackson say 
that he hed locked up the mine, nor don’t 
know anything about his having done so. 
Had conversation with Mr. Dean on the 
same day before seeing Mr, Yeomans, but 
said nothing about the payment of the mo- 
ney on mortgage. 

George Orr—sworn.—Money in this suit 
will come té witnesson the farm. Mort- 
gage is held by Wallbridge. Went to see 
Yeomans before making bargain with Jack- 
son, on the 9th of June 1868. Yeomans 
said he was not prepared to pay the money, 
that he had made an agreement with Mrs. 
Jackson to wait two months for the money, 
Yeomans said the money not then due 
would be all right. 

Cross examined by Mr. Boll—won't 
say whether witness swore on a for- 
mer occasion that the conversation with 
Mr. Yeomans related only to the $1,000. 
Called to see Mr. Dean on the noxt day, 
but only saw Gilbert. Did not tell Dean 
and Gilbert that Yeomans had referred him 


(witness) to them and had refused to pay. 
Saw Mr. Dean the next time he went to 


Dean & Gilbert's office. A few days after 
conversation with Mr. Gilbert, Mr. Dean 
told mo that he was about closing a bargain 
with parties in Toronto selling the mine 
and the money would be paid in « short 
time, in two weeks at the furthest, 
DEFENCE. 

Horace Yeomans—sworn,.—Is deft, in 

this suit, Jackson called to seo witnoss at 


his house, and said he had come to see me 
about the payment due on the mortgage. 
Told Jackson to meet me at Dean & Gil- 


Wallbridge had offered to cash the mort- 
gage for him. Witness found old lock re- 
moved and a new one on the building. 
Thinks it was about the 13th of June 1868. 


This closed the evidence. The Judge 
charged strongly in favour of the det, he 
said it was not reasonable that he would 
have guarded himself from personal liability 
in giving the mortgage, and then promise 
to pay a debt for which he was not liable, 
The Judge couid not see how society would 
be safe if the jury found a verdict for the 
pif. The Jury retired and not haying 
agreed at 10 o'clock, were locked up for the 
night. This morning at the opening of the 
Court, they informed his Lordship that 
there was no possibility of their agreeing 
and were accordingly discharged.

A demonstration at once overwhelming

f plaintiff's property by fire was caused by 

sparks from one of the Company's locomo- 

tives. Plaintiff alleged that on the 15th of 

November last, « short time after the | 

passenger train passed out of the St. | 

Thomas station, the stable of the plaintiff, 

which stood about a hundred fect cast of 

the track, was discovered to be on fire, and 
although most active exertions were made | 
to check the ravages of the fire, the build- 
ing and the greater part of its contents were 
destroyed. ‘The day was unusually stormy, 
the wind being very high and blowing from 
the track in the direction of the barn. The 
ground was also wet and slushy, and more 
or leas covered the roofs, The plaintiff 
held that the destruction of his property 
was caused by a spark faom the passing 
engine, and that the company should make 
good to him the damage caused, The evi- 
dence he offered went to prove that there 
was no way of accounting for the origin of 
the fire but by a spark from the passing 
engine; that a few days thereafter a spark 
from one of the engines alighted alive on 
the verandah of his house; that the bonnet 
of the smoke-stack was often up, contrary 
to law, thus endangering adjacent property 
by fire; that the blast was often sufficiently 
strong to raise the bonnet and permit the 
escape of cinders through the opening; that 
the fire took place within an hour after the 
passage of the engine; that it took effect in 
the hay loft, and immediately behind a 
door a little ajar; and that therefore it was 
reasonable to conclude that on that day, as 
on others, the engineer culpably neglected 
to keep the bonret locked- down; that in 
consequence sparks escaped, which, by the 
great force of the wind then prevailing, were 
carried through the opening of the door in 
the hay loft, lodged in the hay behind it, 
causing destruction of the entire property, 

The Court held that it was not sufficient to 

prove that the property was destroyed by a 

spark from the engine, but in addition the 

plaintiff must show that the fire took place 
in consequence of the bad construction of 
the engine or through carelessness or want 
of skill in its management, and that the 
plaintiff failed to adduce evidence enough 
to support either of the three points, and 
the Judge refused to allow the case to go to 
the jury at all, A non suit was therefore 
entered, Messrs. Horton and Anderson 
for plaintiff; Messrs. Parkes and Robinson, 
Q. C., for the defence.

upper room of the Fort in which he was 
imprisoned.

He introduced Dr. Lambert, who 
after stating his objections to a large audi- 
ence, said that, alcohol always meant evil 
and was only fit to be burnt. One of the 
chief objections to it was the tendency it 
had torender @ man eyil-disposed toward 
every one else’ He knew of no difference 
between alchohol at 3 cents a glass, and al- 
chohol at 30 cents a glass. No plant or 
animal could withstand the evil effects of 
alcohol, and man’s internal system was in- 
finitely more delicate than theirs. As a 
beverage man’gliould never use alcohol, and 
its use as a medicine was questionable. He 
thought that the temperance people over- 
looked the reason why people drank. It 
was due to acertain craving of the man’s 
body. ‘This could be remedied by a better 
selection of food and its proper cooking. 
The ordinary kinds of food did not possess 
as much of the nepye-material as the brain- 
diminished, He sought to teach the ladies 
how to select the proper food, and how to 
cook it, We require both heat-producing 
and brain-nourishing food. ‘That is the 
only way to avoid dygpeptig stomachs. He 
believed that men ought to earn all the 
money, and women should have care of all in 
the way of spending. Therefore he begged 
pardon if he had trodden on the toes of 
any of the Women’s Rights people suggest- 
ing that the mother, wife or sister should 
superintend thé cooking department. (Ae: 
plause.} He was, porhaps, little old-fo- 
gyish in his notions.  Hard-boiled oggs 
were unwholedome, The brain required 
phosphorus. Oats were the best food for 
the Family, by far, Plain boiled oatmeal, 
with cream, sugar and syrup, was consid- 
ered a good thing, ‘* Middlings” or *‘grud- 
goons” were a good thing. You can't make 
bran out of flour any more than you can out 
of sawdust, Properly cooked eggs, bought 
by weight, were very wholesome, They 
should only be warmed through. Spice 
food was Ate bad, Fish, Oysters, Sardines, 
Tripe and tho Brains of different, animals’ 
wore highly commended, Beans should be 
baked from eight-to ten hours. After some 
further remarks on the Cookery question 
the Doctor said that if our men and women 
would pay more attention to the selection 
and cooking of food, that craving of the bo- 
dy which led men to seek iotoxicating 
drinks would be done away with.

Riel was very enxious to find Dr, Schultz, 
and was reported to have sent squads of 
horsemen in pursuit of him, with orders to 
take him dead or alive, and to have offered 
a reward for his capture. It now appears 
thai he went from the Lower Fort across 
Lake Winnipeg to Fort Alexander, at the 
mouth of Winnipeg River, where he found 
a Canadian, Mr. MeVicar, about to start 
for Fort William, and on the 29th of Feb- 
ruary he set out with this gentleman on 
snow-shoes for Superior City, by way of 
Lake Winnipeg and the lakes and rivers on 
the boundry between Lake of the Woods 
and Fort William. Leaving this chain at 
the eastern extremity of Lac la Pluie, they 
made their way to Vermilion Lake, and 
from there to Duluth by the Indian road 
from that place. Indian guides were ob- 
tained from point to point, and provisions 
often obtained from the Indians, who were 
catching speckled and lake trout, whitefish 
jaguefishand merias. ‘Travelling varied from 
25 to 45 miles aday. The Doctor reports 
the snow as being 22 inches on the level in 
neighborhood of the settlement, about 3 
feet in the Lac la Pluie region, and 4 feet 
in the Vermilion district, The trip was 
made in 19 travelling days, and the route 
was exceeding crooked, owing to the follow- 
ing of Indian trails, and the want of a 
perfect knowledge of the country by the

banker forever from his family. 
Meanwhile, Sir Francis Burdett, husband 
of the youngest daughter of the deceased 
banker, was becoming famous. He was the 
champion of the people. Following the 
extreme course of radical politics, opposing 
the Government and the war, and setting 
on foot inquiries into long-standing abuses, 
he was bronght forward as the candidate 
for Parliament of the great constituency of 
Middlesex. The history of his election, 
protracted through five years, costing him 
and his opponents an aggrognte of more 
than half a million pounds sterling, involv- 
ing sentences of transportation for bribery 
to several of the electors, and occasioning a 
duel between Sir Francis and Mr. Paull, in 
which both ofthecombatants were wounded, 
“qnakes perhaps the most interesting page of 
‘party conflict of the present century.

The Danger ofthe Hour. 


The danger of this country is not that 
the Red River domain will be lost to us; 
the people are too thoroughly aroused for 
that; the real danger is that such a 
scheme of compromise with the Rebels 
will be adopted, as shall secure all that 
the prompters of thé rebellion wished for 
when they instigated it. This must be all 
the time borne in mind, that the English 
speaking portion of the population have 


established ‘‘common schools for teaching

When the 
Cape Clear Islanders were starving for food, 
she supplied it; when Spitalfields was a 
mass of destitution, she organized the In- 
dustrial Schools-and induced Government 
to give them contracts, which are to-day the 
life of that vast pon of weavers ; and when 
Nova Scotia gardens were reeking with 
fumes from gin-shops and rum-slums, it was 
her Oey that purchased the property, 
erected lodging houses and a market-place, 
and converted an idle and drunken popula- 
tion into one of the thriftiest in the suburbs 
of London. 
The wealth of Miss Coutts is matter of 
te only, Incomes of Englond are not 
araded in thenewspapers, The ‘ bank,” 
of which she is sole owner, stands higher 
to-day than it did in the palmiest times of 
her grandfather. Her landed estates are 
large. The probable succession to her pro- 
perty is entirely matter of conjecture. ts as 
1s supposed probable, she should bequeath 
her estate in equal division among all the 
descendants of her grandfather, it will be 
only another instance of the exact justice 
in this world which takes place more often 
than sceptics would have us believe,

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The medical examinations which have 
been held in Kingston during the week, 
have been regarded with much professional 
interest. The experiment of examinations 
for legal qualification to practise medicine 
and surgery, conducted by a central board, 
is now for the first time tried in Ontario, 
and on its results depend very much the 
premanency of the present Medical Act. 
It is reported that not a single Homeo- 
pathic or Eclectic student has offered him- 
self at these examinations, and the circum- 
stance is regarded as sufficient proof that 
the legislation, which compels all sects of 
practitioners to undergo the same curricu- 
lum and examination in medical studies, 
so peculiarly distinctive of the sects, will 
resultin the choice, by students of entering 
what is known as the regular profession. It 
is also reported that the Examiners have 
had some disputations among themselyes— 
the Homcepathists and Eclectics taking one 
side, and the Examiners of the regular 
school taking the other, but the nature of 
these disputes is only a matter of vague re- 
port, and it will not be until the Medical 
Council meets on the 19th of the present 
month that the facts will be given to’the 
public. The Examiners will then present a 
a special report on this particular matter, 
giving’ authentic details of the explosion 
that has occurred. Beyond the circle of 
dissatisfied Homceopathists the opinion 
seems to be very generally entertained that 
the new Act is likely to prove beneficial, 
and that with some modifications in the 
mode of conducting the examinations, likely 
to be considered at the ensuing meeting of 
the Medical Council, the Act can be made 
to work well.

The enforcement of a law in Prussia, 
which was enacted only last January, rend- 
ering military duty compulsory upon all 
citizens, is resulting in large immigration to 
this country, ‘The Mennonites, a religious 
sect of peculiar tents, are preparing to leave 
in a body ; and are at present in correspond- 
ence with reference to the purchase of a 
large tract of land in Tennessee. ‘Their 
numbers in all Germany, in’ 1859, were esti- 
mated at about 18,000, of whom a large 
proportion are settled in Prussia under the 
Fiberal inducements of Frederic the Great. 
The Valley of the Vistula, which is now 
“the garden spot of Prussia,” was brought 
into its present condition by the efforts of 
these people, The sect was organized in 
Holland ae Menno Simonis, before the 
middle of the sixteenth century, With 
Dutch pertinacity the settlers upon the 
Vistula, by ditching and diking a neck of 
land containing about 180 square miles, 
redeenied it from overflow. The entire sect, 
it is claimed, numbers considerably upward 
of 200,000, More than half of, them are in 
this country, chiefly in Pennsylvania. 
Those in arene reside principally in 
Holland and Russia. Their early history is 
a record of severe and constant persecutic 
They are accounted as Baptists by Church 
historians, although they practice baptism 
by sprinkling. ‘They also profess the doc- 
trine and observe the practice of feet-wash- 
ing.” They allow no marriges out of the 
church. Wo hope that there will be no 
occasion in this country to interfere with 
their rooted aversion to war and to capital 
punishment ; and that Tennessee will wel- 
come their coming as much as it needs their 
industry.

Whatever opinions may be held as to 
: the selection of the articles on which hea- 

rt: vier duties have been imposed, this must 

- be admitted upon all hands that we are a 
much more heavily taxed people than we 
were before the 8th day of this present 
month of April. 
‘The Finance Minister has saved him- 
_ kelf the trouble of going over the long list 
of things which the people import into 
this country and selecting those which 
_ could best bear the imposition of more 
duties, by simply adding a general charge 
of five per cent, upon all the duties hereto- 
___ fore payable ; that is, under the tariff as it 
stood, if an importer had to pay $100 
_ on alot of Goods, he has now to pay 

$105. But this is not all; formerly he 

had to pay duties on the invoice price of 
the goods, now he has to pay the duty on 
all; that they cost him on ship-board at 
the last place of shipment. Nor is this 
all; merchants used to think they had done 
enough when they paid duties on their | 
goods now they have to poy duties at | 
the same rates on the cost of the packing 
boxes as well. Next year they will have 
to pay duties on their personal expenses 
in going out to select their goods. The 
Aggregate increase in the cost of goods to 
the consumer will be much increased by 
these changes in the tariff. It may be 
necessary to raise all this money, yet it is 
as well that we should understand that 
we are becoming a very highly taxed 
country, 
As to the specific duties, some are vory 
extriordinary, and seem to have been im- 
posed with tho view to raine a large rey- 
enue without regard to the p 
would have to pay it.

Hict Warer.—The water in the Trent 
has risen a foot since Monday, and is still 
rising. The dam on Cold Creek at Frank- 
ford was carried off yesterday ; the ice 
broke up in the pond and carried the dam 
and a lot of saw logs down into the Trent. 
This leaves the Saw and Flouring Mills and 
Woolen Factory idle. The Moira rose last 
night at Coleman's dam about four inches. 
Up tol P. M, to-day it had not risen any 
higher since morning. The Island on 
which the plaining mills stand has had a 
narrow escape, The wall along the race- 
way has been nearly all carried off, and 
twelve hours more would have swept away 
the whole island ; fortunately the danger 
was discovered in time and/ adam made 
across the race-way, which turns most of 
the water down the main stream. A large 
hole has been made in the foundation of 
Wallace's mill, and but for 
above mentioned it would 
been down before this.

DETAILS OF THE ARRANGEMENTS.

Major-General Lindsay, representing the 
Imperial Government, has been here for 
days in consultation with Sir John Young, 
on the subject of the expedition to Red 
River. General Lindsay came with full 

wers on the matter, and having perfected 
Ris arrangements withthe Canadian Goyern- 
ment left to-day for Montreal, accompanied 
by Colonel Wolsley. 

I believe General Lindsay will be chief of 
the expedition, and Colonel Wolsley second 
in command. 

It is said there was some difficulty in 
securing the asseut of the Cabinet here to 
the part which Canada is to take in the mat- 
ter. ‘ 

Seyeral members of the Cabinet are 
spoken ofashaving opposed any co-operation 
with the Imperial Government. The public

30, in which, after 
going at length into the history of the 
negotiation for the cession of the territory 
shewing the desire of this country for its 
acquisitions, and quoting from a memoran- 
dum of our Executive Council that the 
inability of the Company to govern the 
country was one strong reason why it 
should be given over to Canada, he adds : 


“During all these negotiations it was 
never suggested that the | ought to 
transfer its Territory in a state of tranquil- 
ity. From the fact, indeed of its power- 
lessness to insure such tranquility, and the 
dangers which that incapability on its part 
would occasion te the neighbouring Golany, 
it is evidently to be inferrred that Canada 
was bound to assume all the responsibilities 
of the Government of the country.” 
“Matters being in this condition, the 
Government of Canada, in view of the 
transfer being accepted by all parties inter- 
ested, undertook to make certain surveys, 
which from the first, gave rise to a feeble 
protestation from the Company, and author- 
ized the future Lieutenant-Governor to en- 
ter the Territory.” 

“Unhappily, the result not fulfilled 
the expectation of the C: ian Govern- 
ment. It appears that Mr. McDougall met 
with an armed resistance, and in the troubles 
occasioned by his presence, the stores of the

By some means La Minerve, Cartier's 
organ, has had communicated to it in ad- 
vance of their being laid before Parlia- 
ment, 0 correspondence between the Can- 
adian and Imperial Governments on the 


in a Territory which it had engaged to take 
under its control, appears now to claim the 
right to defer indefinitely the fulfiiment of 
the engagements entered into with the Com- 

any, and to impose on the Government of 

‘er Majesty the responsibility of putting 
an end to the resistance which manifests 
itself, 

Lord Granville then quotes from the 
Imperial Act to shew that his Govern- 
ment was bound to see that the arrange 
ment was carried outif the company in 
sisted on it, and adds: 
~ «The English Government is by Act of: 
Parliament vested with power, and there- 
fore bound to give effect to the arrangement 
concluded with full accord between the 
Company and Canada,” 

“Tf, after all that has passed the Company 
offers the transfer and demands that it may 
be accepted as the means to effect the exe- 
cution of an engagement which it is too late 
to repudiate, and of which the Canadian 
Governmeut itself fixed the date, I can not 
see that Her Majesty's Government can re- 
ject this demand of the Company for the 
reasons brought forward by your Ministers.”’ 


Our Government under date of Decem- 
ber 16, replies in a long letter, in which 
the correctness of Lord Granville’s histo- 
ry is admitted; but it is added: 


“‘At the same time, itseems evident that if 
Canada is obliged to accept the transfer of 
the Territory, the Company is equally bound 
to perfect tt. No one of the ties to the 
negotiations ever entertained the idea that 
the transfer should be limited to a simple 
change of titles. From the very nature of 
she business, all the parties ought to have 
understood that the cession of the Territory 
by the Compeny to the Queen, and 
the transfer by Her Majesty to the 
Dominion, should not consist of a 
simple execution of the title, The Com- 
pany should transfer not only its rights in 
virtue of its charter, but the Territory itself 
of which it was in possession, and the Ter- 
ritory thus ceded shonld be transferred by 
Her Majesty to Canada.” 
“No one expected that the inhabitants of 
the Territory would make an armed resist- 
ance to the transfer ; at least this was the 
opinion of the Canadiat Government.” 


The despatch then goes onto urge that 
it is the fault of the Company that this 
armed opposition was sprung upon us at 
the last moment. It says : 


‘On this head, the Company canno! 
exonerated from all blame x it had in the 
country a Government, perfect] organized 
and established from along date, and to 
which the population appeared to pay obe- 
dience. Its Governor received advice from 
a Council in which sat some of the principle 
residents, This Government had all the 
means of obtaining the opinion of the coun- 
try. It knew, or should have known, from 
what point of view the people of the Terri- 
tory regarded the projected negotiations. 
If it observed any discontent, itshould have 
frankly made it known to the Governments 
of England and Canada. If it hadno know- 
ledge of any discontent, this responsibility 
of such wilful blindness on the part of its 
officers ought to fall entirely on theCom- 
pany. 
_ These negotiations were pursued act- 
ively for more than a year, and it was the 
duty of the Company to prepare tne inhabi- 
tants for the change which it was affecting ; 
to explain to them the precautions taken to 
protect the interests of the sevilers, and to 
dispel all the misconceptions which might 
exist among them.” 

“‘It seems that no measure was taken 
with this intent. The people had been led

Starvation in San Francisco. 


The San Francisco papers give a most har- 
rowing account of the starving thousands 
who are unable to find employment in that 
City. The San Francisco Chrynicle says ; 
It is aheartrending spectacle to see a crowd 
of stalwart and brawny men declaring their 
willingness to work, and at the same time 
uttering the moving complaint that they 
can find no work to do. And yet in this 
great and opulent city—the commercial 
capital of the Pacific coast—there are, at 
the present time, several thousands of la- 
borera and mechanics who proclaim on the 
public streets that they ore qtarving and 
that they cannot’ get work, even at such 
prices as will enable them by their toil to 
maintain the physical strength necessary 
to keep on toiling. Surely this is a terrible 
condition of things to exist in a country 
that possesses the most*prolific and fertiie 
soil on the continent of North America.— 
The Chronicle appeals to the city govern- 
ment to give these starving people work, 
and that without delay. This is no time for 
mechanics and laboring men to emigrate to 
the Pacific coast of the United States, un- 
less they have abundance of means, with 
which to purchase .land for agricultural 
purposes, and thea devote themselves to 
the cultivation of the soil. 

We may remark that there is almost the 
same condition of things in Kansas that 
there is in California. Emigrants are flock- 
ing thither by thousands ; but those who 
are dependent for existence on laboring for 
others can get no work to do ; and nine- 
tenths of the laboring and mechanical classes 
of emigrants who have arrived in Kansas 
would gladly return to the Atlantic States, 
if they could raise the funds required to 
defray the expense jof the journey. This 
state of things, when a knowledge of it shall 
have reached the shores of Europe, must 
greatly diminish the stream .of emigration 
to the United States ; for it will be far bet- 
ter for poor emigrants, who have no means 
with which to purchase farming lands, to 
remainfat home on half rations than to 
emigrate to the United States to endure the 
horrors of starvation.

In 
invoices from the Mediterranean, so much 
would be charged for olive oil, so mach for 
bottles, so much for straw, and so much for 
cases ; and if the oil was the only part on 
which duty could be charged, the revenue 
from it would be homceopathic. Still worse 
twe-pence worth of salt could be put up in 
a dozen glass jars, worth two shillings, and 
the jars had to come free because they were 
packages. In this case the Government did 
not even get the duty on the two-pence as 
the salt was free. There is no question 


that packages and inland carriage enter in- 
to the cost of the goods, at the last place of 


shipment, and should be so estimated.

The Rebel Delegates. 


Father Richot and Scott were arrested 
at Ottawa on an information laid by the 
brother of the murdered Scott and a war- 
rant issued by the Toronto Police Magis- 
trate. They were brought before Judge 
Galt upon a writ of Hasxas Corrus, Hon, 
J. H. Cameron appeared for the prisoner, 
and Mr. Lewis the County Attorney for 
the Crown. Mr, Cameron took the point, 
that as the prisoners were living in Ottawa 
a Toronto Magistrate had no jurisdiction. 
The Judge gave his decision yesterday in 
favor of their discharge, he decided the case 
upon the purely technical ground that the 
Act under which the arrest took place re- 
quired the warrant to be issued by a magis- 
trate of the place where the accused persons 
were then residing, He gave no hint or 
suggestion as to their responsibility to the 
Canadian Courts generally. The prisoners 
were of course released, but immediately re- 
arrested on the warrant of an Ottawa mag- 
istrate, and are therefore again in the hands 
of the police ; and as the Hangas Corpus 
act is repealed, it does not appear very 
plain how they are to get out of their hands. 


An Explanation.

The Silver Question, 


Numorous correspondents have address 
od communicatiots to us,nsking for inform 
ation in relation to the offect of the “Silver | 
Proclamation.” Some of the qudstions pro 
pounded are as follows ¢ | 

1. ‘Will employers who havo hitherto | 
paid their workmen in American silver be | 
sllowad to continue that practice after. the | 
16th inst, 7" | 

We answer that unless where there was a | 
special agreoment betwoon employer and 
employe to pay im American silver, no em- | 
ploye could heretofore, or or after 
the 16th inst., be compelled to accopt 
American silver in payment of his wages. 


Tho proclamation makes no change what 


now, 


| over in any respect except that the banks 


have been authorized by the Goyernmnt to 
take up on its behalf $1,000,000 in Ameri- 
can silver, at five por cent. discount ; and 
to make American silver a legal tender at a 
discount of 20 per cont. Employers there- | 
fore can, if they choose, do now what they 
could not beforo—that is pay the wages of 
their workmen equally in American silver | 
at a discount of 20 per cont., which they 
will not do, because that silver, a4 4 mere 
article of commerce, is worth nearly ninety- 
five cents on the dollar, 


2. “Can merchants and others be com- 
pelled to take Canadian cents at par 1” 


Certainly they can, because they are legal 
tender at their faco value to the amount of 
20 cents or one shilling Halifax currency, 

3. ‘* What is the present rate of bank 
discount on American silver 1" 

One million of dollars of that coinage hay- 
ing already been taken up by the banks, we 
understand that the rate of discount has 
been raised to 54 per cent. 


4, ‘Con merchants and others receive 
it at its par value 7” 

Most assuredly they can if they think 
proper, and are willing to incur the con- 
sequent loss by the proceeding. Any per- 
son who chooses can take it at a premium in 
payment of an old debt, or for goods, or 
any value rendered, if he thinks proper to 
do so. < 

6. ‘Is there then any penalty attached 


for passing or receiving American silver at 
par {” 


We believe not. A penalty could not be 
imposed except by Act of Parliament, and 
no such Act has been passed, so far as we 
are aware. 


“Will merchants and others continue to 
receive American silver at par or at a dis- 
count of five per cent 7?” 


Some may do one or the other; but 
we believe the dry goods and other mer- 
chants generally will not take American 
silver over the counter, at a discount of 20 
per cent ; while many persons engaged in 
trade will continug to receive it at 95 cents 
to the dollar. But we do not think any 
considerable number of any class will, after 
to-morrow, receive American silver at par ; 
while fiye and ten: cent pieces will be re- 
ceived at four and eight cents respectively, 
because they are legal tender at that value. 

We have, we think answered all ques- 
tions pertinent to thismatter. We may re- 
mark, however, that the question of the 
American coinage of silver will remain in a 
somewhat unsettled condition for a few 
days ; aftor which, it will be received pret- 
ty genesally at a fixed and uniform value, 
till it finally disappears altogether from cir- 
culation.—Hamilton Tres. 


The Late Dr. Hickey. 


We are grieved to hear of the death of 
Dr. Hickey of Morrisburgh, which sad 
event took place on Sunday last. 

Dr. Hickéy was a native of East Wil- 
liamsburg ; he was a student at Victoria 
College for sometime and graduated there, 
in arts, in 1854. He studied medicine at 
Toronto and took his degree of M.D. in 
1857. Since that time he has pursued the 
practice of his profession with much suc- 
cess, until failing health compelled him to 
desist. He died of consumption after a 
lingering illness, which he bore with much 
resignatiou. 

Dr. Hickey has many old classmates and 
other friends in Belleville to whom he was 
endeared by his amiable character and plea- 
sant manners, who will be very sad at the 
news of his death ; and no one is more sad 
than the writer, who for years sat beside 
him in the same class-room, and who was 
his only companion at his laureation.

Damages Caused by Sparks from 


a Locomotive ? | 
A very important issuo haw just been set 
tled at the Elgin Assizes, by Hon. Mr. 
Justice Morrison, It arose in the case of 
Lachlin Campbell ys. the London & Port | = 
Stanloy Railway, whore damages were asked | ry 
nthe ground that the destruction of 
plaintiff's property by fire was caused by 
sparks from one of the Company's locomo 
tives. Plaintiff alloged that on the 16th of 
Noyember last, a short time after the pas 
senger train passed out of the St. Thomas | 
station the stable of the plaintiff, which | 
stood about a hundred feet cast of the track, | 
was discovered to be on fire, and although | 
most active exertions were made to check | 
the ravages of the fire, the building and | 
tho greater part of its contents were des- 
troyed. ‘The day was unusually stormy, the 
wind being high and blowing from the 
track in the direction of the barn, The 
ground was also wet and slushy, and more 
or loss covered the roofs, The plaintiff held |

caused by a spark from the passing engine, 
and that the company should make good to 
him the damage caused, 

The evidence he offered went to prove 
that there was no way of accounting for 
the origin of the fire but by a spark from 
the passing engine ; that a few ash there- 
after a spark from one of the engines alight- 
ed alive on the verandah of his house ; 
that the bonnet of the smoke-stack was 
Cats up, contrary to law, thus endangering 
adjacent property by fire; that the blast 
was often sufficiently strong to raise the 
bonnet and permit the escape of cinders 
through the opening ; that it took effect in 
the hay loft, and immediately behind a 
door a little ajar ; adding that therefore it 
was Prenat to conclude that on 
that day, as on others, the engineer 
culpably neglected to keep the bonnet 
locked down; that in consequence sparks 
reir which, by the great force of the 
wind then prevailing, were carried through 
the bpeniy of the door in the hay loft, 
lodged in the hay behind it, causing des- 
truction of the entire property. The Court 
held that it was not sufficient to prove that 
the property was destroyed by a spark from 
the engine, but in addition the plaintiff 
must show that the fire took place in conse- 
quence of the bad construction of the engine 
or through carelessness or want of skill in 
its management, and that the plaintiff fail- 
ed to adduce evidence enough to support 
either of the three points, and the Judge 
refused to allow the case to gogto the jury 
at all, A non suit was therefore entered.

Think 
of the folly of exchanging the independent 
life of a farmer to the narrow life of a clerk 
in one our cities, doomed for a life time to 
measure tape and grow effeminate behind a 
counter earning hardly enough to pay for 
one’s board andclothes. Boys, stick to the 
farm ; educate yourselves for the work ;

The Ciyil Service Superannuation Bill,

Japan will be altered. A ‘o of tea laid 
down in Chicago from Japan in 26 days is 
just another evidence that our American 
neighbors will march on in commercial 
greatness. Th t they pursue 4 wise and 
judicious course is evident by the success 
which has followed so many of their rail- 
road and canalimprovements. No amount 
of money which could be raised wich aview 
to linking great commercial centres to- 
gotbe> shoul! eer be looked upon as a bad 
invesiment. What are the advantages 
growing out of the completion of this rail- 
way scheme? In place of having to look 
out for tea-ships from four to s‘x months, 
we can now rely, by the aid of feir craft, 
upon having freight from these distant 
points Jaid down in aboit one-fourth the 
usual time. Of course, the rate of freight 
is somewhat higher from San Francisco to 
New York, but the difference is trifling 
compared wich the saving effecved in inter- 
est, which it is computed on an average 
cargo of tea would amount to about $16 per 
month. In this change we should derive 
much berefit. San Fra icisco and Chicago 
wil! become greet dis.ribuiing points, and 
there is po reason, at least in some seasons 
of the year, why we shovld not avail our- 
selves of the improved cari jing facilities.

The Township or County authorities 
shall make application for, the admission of 
pupils whose parents or guardians are un- 
able to pay, and shall become responsible 
to the Pentteniiand for payment of board. 
Suitable clothing also to be provided at the 
expense of such operation, together with 
all necessary travelling expenses to an 
from the Institution.

THE PROPLE HOPING FOR TROOPS, 


Sr. Paut, Minn., April 21. 
A Red River trader, of this city, who has 


country has just arrived here. 


The upper country was so badly flooded 
that no mails had passed Georgetown, either 
way, for fifteen days. 

He says that Bishop Tache had been 
labouring to give the people of the Settle- 


tions of Canada towards Red River. 


Company allconfiscated property, furs, &e., 
and the Company was preparing to resume 
business again. 

The people of the country are almost 
united in the desire that the mission of the 
delegates to Ottawa may be successful, and 
that amicable arrangements may result from 
their deliberations. 

The people are united in the hope that 
Canadian troops will be sent to Fort Garry 
immediately, not to make war on Riel and 
his party, but to protect the country from 
the Indians and keep them in awe. 
Trouble with the Indians is feared. Riel 
has issued a proclamation, the burden of 
which is that he will pardon all who will 
submit to him, He says :— 

« An amnesty will be generously accord- 
ed to all those who will submit to the Goy- 
ernment, who will discountenance or inform 
against dangerous gatherings.” * * * 
“While internally all is thus returning to 
order, externally, also, matters are looking 
favorable. Canada invites the Red River 
people to an amicable arrangement, offers to 
guarantee us our rights, and to give us a 
place in Confederation eqnal to that of any 
other Province. As defined by the Pro- 
yincial Government, our national will, 
based upon justice, shall be respected,” 

Riel then apostrophises his ‘happy coun- 
try’ on having escaped a war, and congrat- 
ulates it on internal peace. He then 
modestly advises them to ‘“‘ keep his words 
in their hearts,” and winds up with 
this encouraging promise to a free people. 

‘Tn order to prevent similar calamities the 
Government will treat with all the severity 
of the laws those who dare again to com- 
promise the public safety. It is ready to 
act against the disorder of parties as well as 
against that of individuals, but let us hope, 
however, that extreme measures will be un- 
known, and that the lessons of the past will 
guide us in the future.” 


The Red River Delegates. 


EXAMINATION BEFORE THE MAGISTRATE. 


Father Richot and Scott were up before 
the Ottawa Police’ Magistrate yesterday, on 
the charge of aiding and abetting the 
murder of Thomas Scott. ‘The prosecution 
were not able to get eviednce of any one 
who could speak of their own knowledge 
of the prisoners having taken part in the 
murder. One witness spoke of the prison- 
er, Scott, telling him that he saw the 
murdered man fall. Two or three other 
witnesses saw him taken out, and one saw 
him fall, but as they were in confinement at 
the time they couldn't see who else was 
present, One witness swore he saw Father 
Richot very active in directing the move- 
ments of the insurgents at the time the 
loyalists were arrested in Schultz's house 
in December. 

The examination was adjourned till Satur- 
day to procure the evidence of Rey. Mr. 
Young’sson. The prisoners are out on bail. 


Parliamentary. 


On the report of supply coming up in the 
House, yesterday, the vote of the service in 
the Dominion offices in Nova Scotia was 
reduced from $10,600 00 to $6,500 00. On 
motion of Mr. Holton, the amendment was 
carried by a vote of 68 to 66, 

This took the Government by surprise, 
and Mr, Mackenzie moved the following : 

“That the House regretted that the Goy- 
ernment should have raised the salaries of 
officers of the public service ata time when 
the utmost economy was absolutely neces- 
sary ; when there were deficits in the rey- 
enue, and when the House had reduced the 
salaries paid to the officers.” 

The Premier said this was a vote of want 
of confidence, and the Government would 
treat it as such. After the Ministerial lash 
had been vigorously applied, it was allow- 
ed to come to vote and was lost ; yeas 
53, nays 92. Among the nays are found all 
those whooppose an appropriation for troops 
to Red River. 

On item $1,300,000, for opening com- 
munication with, establishing a government 
in, and providing for the Settlement in the 
North-West (re-voto.) 

Mr. Masson (Soulanges) moved that the 
words be added ‘providing that no portion 
of the said Loan or of the Dominion Funds 
shall be expended in supplying troops or 
militia of the Dominion te the purpose of 


acquiring by force of arms possession of the 
said Territory. 


Ho said his object was to prevent any 
coercion of the people of the North-West, 
or interference with them. 

After explanations that no part of this 
sum would be used for military purposes, 
the Hon. member refusing to withdraw his 
resolution, the debate on it was adjourned 
and the House went on-with the supplies.

Tho tirst things which we remember 
are gonorally as clearly and boldly defined

These 
latter inscriptions upon memory are seen, 
though they are often so worn out as to be 
scarcely legible ; while the earlier writing 
stands untouched and unharmed to extreme 
old age, and records, with a vividness that 
sometimes startles, the ‘events and the very 
faces of our first and earlier’ life. It may 
be doubted, indeed whether anything is real- 
ly forgotten ; whether any fact, once engray- 
ed upon the memory, is entirely Erie 

It may be laid aside in the dust and dark- 
ness, like the scenes of some old and bygone 
play. It may be stored up where we cannot 
put our hands upon it, like books stowed 
away behind others of more modern date 
and recent binding. It may be packed out 
of sight and out of reach, like the passengers 
luggage in the hold, which they may not 
touch. Still the things are there, if we 
could only get at them; they often do come 
up to the light again, at all events. He 
who made our marvellous memory can make 
it give up its contents whenever He pleases; 
and he does please sometimes in this life to 
show that when He will He is able to call 
memory into court and compel her to give 
her evidence at his bar.—‘*The Dean of 
Lichfield, in Our Own Fireside for Feb.”

in their depths when their day is over, and 
are strewed as waste food in the waters. 
Cargoes of pearls are hid in the sea neyer to 
be gathered. Mountain-weights of gold 
are sunk, in gravity, down to the earth's 
centre, or, at least, below where any 
can reach them. God has cabinets of dia- 

monds and other precious gems that He 

keeps in his caverns for His own particular 

inspection, neyer to be seen by men. We 

are learning just now that the forces of the 

world are much more precious in His eye 

than the gems ; that He lets no force be 

lost or wasted ; that what was forest ages 

ago, anda ledge of coal last month, and a 

steam-power yesterday, is water and diffu- 

sive gas and heat to-day; and thus going 

through her rounds of correlation, nature 

keeps herself exactly good, squandering no 

mite of her original force. And therefore 
it is all the more strange that suchimmense 
quantities of forces are kept in play from 
age to age, that never were and never can 
be utilized. Thus, if we could husband 
and apply the whole tide-swing force of the 
sea, it would suffice to keep more wheels in 
action than will ever exist in fifty such 
worlds as this. In the Gulf Stream alone 
there is a greater amount of mill-force than 
in all the rivers and waterfalls of the planet. 
We offer it as a great proof of God's benefi- 
cence that He hee made such provisions 
for our culinary, heating, and steam-pro- 
ducing fires, in the immense coal formations 
of the globe ; but if all the forests and oil 
and coal measures we have on hand were 
burned up in a single day they would not 
make as much heat, probably, as the great 
central fires under-ground are making day 
by day, and age after age, and will make 
even for a thousand milleniums. And 
all this vast expenditure, as far as we can 
see, is waste, producing nothing, save here

I speak for that, how- 
ever, which ought to give courage to any 
man who has to deal with these sacred 
things in our life, when I say that wherever 
this sin may hide’ itself, and under what- 
ever name it may hide, once make sure that 
it is, I believe, usually given. 

Then there is a word to say about it that 
goes deeper than that of the physician, the 
political economist, or the patriot. It is 
this: That in some way we cannot even 
imagine, we may leave the whole world 
poorer by what we have done. What a loss 
to the world if once such a sin had been 
hidden away in Stratford-upon-Avon ; or in 
the poor clay biggin, two miles from Ayr, 
in Scotland ; or in the hut, eight miles from 
Newcastle, in England ; or in many another 
place, shielded and shrouded then as our 
homes are now, but since then lifted u 
among the shining points of the world!

mighty treasure into the commonwealth of 
the world but for sin. 


Cure for Corns. 


The Journal of Applied Chemistry says : 
“Soak the feet well in warm water, then 
with a sharp instrument pare off as much of 
the corn as can be done without pain, and 
bind up the part affected with a piece of 
linen or mati thoroughly saturated with 
sperm oil, or what is better, the oil which 
floats upon the surface of herring or mack- 
erel, After three or four days the dressing 
may be removed and the remaining cuticle 
removed by scraping, when the new skin 
will be found of a soft healthy texture and 
less liable to the formation of a new corn 
than before. We have this recipe from a 
source which we cannot well doubt, and 
publish it for the benefit of many suffering 
readers,” 

The pain occasioned by corns may be 
greatly alleviated by the following prepara- 
tion ;—Into a one-ounce phial ask a drug- 
gist to put two dfachms of muriatic acid, 
and six drachms of rose water. With this 
mixture wet the corns night and morning 
three days. Soak the feet every evening 
in warm water without soap. Put one 
third of the acidiinto the water, and, with 
& little picking, the corn will be dissolved. 
—Jessie Presse, |

Leached Ashes. 


Ata recent meeting of the Western New 
York Farmer's Club, a correspondent from 
Geneseo asked when and how to apply 
leached ashes to crops for the best results? 
Mr. Quinby had used over ten thousand 
bushels in the last three years, and found 
them good for all crops on a sandy or chest- 
nut loam soil. He would cover his entire 
farm with them if he could get them. If 
put in the hill they started corn early and 
with vigor. Had increased his wheat crop 
over one hundred per cent, by applying 
two or three Hasina bushels per acre. 
They also benefitted grass, and were one of 
the best fertilizers for clover. On some of 
his land, which had been hard run before 
he got it, it was difficult to make clover 
catch, but leached ashes made it grow splen- 
didly. A new seeded field was only partly 
ashed last year, and where the dressing 
was omitted the clover was poor; on the 
rest very luxuriant.’ He ashed part of a 
rye field and got a great increase of grain 
and good clover catch. Though heavy clay 
soil was not benefited as much as lighter 
loams of sand. 

Mr, Collins had put leached-ashes an 
inch deep on four acres of heavy clay land, 
and got a fine crop of corn. The stiff clay 
became more friable, plowed up mellow in- 
stead of in lumps ina dry time.—Rurat 
New Yorker,

There may be seen daily, on Chestnut 
street, a man clad in faultless apparel, with 
4 great diamond upon his breast, vainly en- 
deavoring to outglitter the magnificent sol- 
itaire on his finger.

An astrin- 
gent called catechu, that would almost close 
the mouth of a glass inkstand, is next in 
order. A couple of ounces of strychnine, 
next called for, are quickly conveyed to the 
vest pocket, and apound of sulphate of zinc 
(white vitriol) is as silently placed in the 
bottom of the basket. The oil of cognac, 
the sulphuric accid, and other articles that 
give fire and body to the liquid poison, are 
always kept in store. Themixer buysthese 
things in various quarters. Thoy are the 
staples of the art.—PumapeLrnia Buiie-

Preserving Shingles. 


A correspondent of the New England 
Farmer furnished that paper with the for- 
mula of preparation which it is believed 
will preserve shingles sixty years ; 

Take a potash kettle, or a large tub, and 
put into it one barrel of lyo of wood ashos, 
fie pounds of white vitriol, five pounds of 
alum, and as much salt as will dissolve in 
the mixture. Make the liquorquite warm, 
and put as many shingles in it as can be 
conveniently wet at once, Stir them up 
with a fork, and when well soaked, take 
them out and putin more, ronewing the 
liquor as necessary. Thon lay the shingles 


us usugl, 
After they are laid, take the liquor that 
was loft nd put limo enough into it to 


make whitewash, and if any coloring is de- 
sirable, add ochre, Spanish brown, lamp- 
black, &c,, and apply to tho roof with a 
brush or an old broom. This wash may be 
renewed from time to time,

Habeas Corpus Act. 


Some surprise has been expressed at 
the fact that the Riel delegates were 
brought before a judge on their second 
arrest, under a writ of habeas corpus ;

New York, April 24. 

The Fenian Congress adjourned last even- 
ing sine die. Gen.C’Neil has been re-elect- 
ed President. The utmost secrecy has been 
maintained in reference to the proceedings 
of the Convention, but the impression 
among those claiming to be well informed 
is that a war policy had been determined 
on.

The Interest Bill has been dropped by 
the Government and has gone to the ‘“Tomb 
of all the Capulets.” 

Hon, Mr, Holton put a series of questions 
to the Minister as to Red River affairs.

The House then went into Committee of 
Ways and Means, and the Government 
promised to sweep off the lately imposed 
duty- on coal and wheat. Salt was let 
loose, when it came by sea, in other words, 
the salt used in the Eastern Provinces is to 
pay no duty, while most of that consumed 
here will still be taxed. Grease is horeaf- 
ter to slip through free, and hereafter du- 
ties aro not to be paid on the Railway 
freights of merchandize, but the invoice is 
to govern. Merchants however, will still 
pay duty on the pine boxes and tow strings 
in which their goods are packed. Several 

members roasted the Government warmly 
about their vacillating policy, and after re- 
cous Slr F, Hincks said that he had not been 


able to consult his colleagues on the chang- 
es he had promised, and that they had de- 
cided to let the original tariff stand. A 
warm discussion followed, mombers ex- 
pressing their indignation and abhorence 
of the course taken by the Government.

Tt isa rule in all countries tochange the 
tariff as unfrequently as possible ; when 
the public service seems to demand im- 
portant changes, to make them and be 
done with it, not to be tinkering at them 
all the time, and thus keep commerce in 
a state of feverish unrest. We were too 
fast in saying in all countries, forin Cana- 
da we have had no fixed tariff for some 
years. but a new one every session of 
Parliament, Witness the changes, in- 
convenient and oppressive at that, made 
this session. They were made in an 
evening and telegraphed to the Collectors 
all over the country before daylight. 
Everybody was disgusted ; but business 
is elastic, and it was beginning to fit it- 
self to the new burdens when, the day 
before yesterday, the Finance Minister 
announced to the House thatthe Govern- 
ment was disposed to reconsider the 
tariff, and had decided to take the duties 
off coal and wheat, and various other 
things, as they found it was not to the 
benefit of the country to keep them on. 
The House was engaged in listening to, 
and discussing these changes till it rose 
for dinner at 6 o'clock, When the mem- 
bers gathered in after dinner, they were 
astounded to hear the Finance Minister 
snnounce that in the recess the govern- 
ment had decided to take back all he had 
said in the afternoon, and let the tariff 
stand as it was. 

The man who has not a policy on this 
most important feature in the Govern- 
ment of a country, is not fit to govern a 
country, Yet what policy can a Minis- 
try have which wavers and totters along 1 
ly different one at eight o'clock! Had 
the potations at dinner, in the meantime, 
anything to do with the change?

“Mr, Workman said he had congratulated the 
Finance Minister before dinner on the changes 
in the tariff he had proposed, as being benefi- 
cial to tho trade and commerce of the country. | 
He had hoped that these changes would have 
been carried out, but he had felt seed humili- 
ated since, by the line of poliey which had been 
adopted. ‘That afternoon at 4 o'clock, one 
line of policy was announced to the House as 
the policy of the Ministry of the Country, and 
that policy was, he. thought, acceptable to the 
majority of the Houso, and he was quite sure 
that it would have been benoficial to the trade 
and commerce of the country, but ina few | 
short hours they found that the policy had 
been entirely changed, and they saw the Cabi- 
not dragging them through the mud and dis- 
gracing them before the whole country. 
(Hear.) He could scarcely trust himself to 
express his indignation and utter abhorrence of 
such utter want ot manly conduct on the part 
of the Administration. (Hear.) He came to 
that House determined to give the Ministry a 
moderate and consistent support on the ques- 
tion of trade, and on all questions affecting the 
important subject of Confederation, and he 
thought that he had done so ; but if the Minis- 
try intended to change, and back, snl (ura, as 
they had done every hour within the last fort- 
night, (hear) then he said it would forfeit the 
support of a great many members of that 
House who had hitherto voted with them, 
(Hear.) They had been here now over ten 
weeks, and what had they done t—absolutely 
nothing. The measures that had been sub- 
mitted to them had been in agreat/ measure 
withdrawn, and there was only one important 
measure—the Banking Bill—which had been 
passed ; almost every other Bill had fallen 
through. Suchastate of things was disgrace- 
ful to the Cabinet—(hear)—who had such a 
majority as would have enabled them to carry 
on business ina proper way, but there had 
been nothing but a want of honesty of purpose 
and straightforwardness on their part. (Hear.) 
He Roped the House would consider some of 
the amendments and show the Ministry that 
they could not come forward at 4 o'clock and 
announce one policy and at7 o'clock say with 
impunity that they had been entirely mistaken. 
(Hear.) It was very humiliating to have such 
sentiments as those of the Finance Minister go 
to the country, and to know that the great 
Dominion had been disgraced as it had been by 
the conduct of the Ministry this evening. 
(Cheers, ) 


Mr, Young said he really doubted if the 
Finance Minister was awake when he framed 
the tariff; for a more absurd proposition had 
never been submitted to an intelligent zene: 
sentative body. The whole commercial policy 
of the Government since the inception, had 
been the most unfortunate character, and had 
been of weak and vacillating in the extreme. 
Every session there was a new tariff—every 
session the Government tinkered a tariff and 
disturbed the trade of the country to a great 
extent, Last session they took off the duty on 
breadstuffs, and now asked the House to 
stultify itself by putting it on again. (Hear.) 
It was wrong to put a duty on the necessaries 
of life, He thought they should have a policy 
of their own; but he denied that that policy 
should be one which would increase the cost of 
living in the country. The Finance Minister, 
who was so fond of adopting English prece- 
dents, should adopt the English principle of 
placing duties on a small number of articles 
Fistead of a large number. What was called a 
national policy was in fact a scheme to increase 
the profits of a small number of millers and 
salt dealers at the expense of the majority of 
the inhabitants of the country. He denied 
that the farmers of Ontario wanted protection, 
and there never was a greater sham than to try 
to make the farmers of that Province believe 
they would get higher prices for their grain if 
American grain were excluded, As to coal, 
he held that Ontario could procure it cheaper 
from the United States than from Nova Scotia, 
for the distance was less and the cost of freight 
would be less ; besides the coal duty would not 
be equally distributed, but would fall on the 
cities of Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal, and 
Quebec, and the people’ of Nova Scotia would 
reap no benefit from the tax on salt. There 
were about 20 persons in Ontario engaged in 
its manufacture. It was highly unjust that 
two millionsof people in that Province should 
pay the tax on salt to please those 20 individu- 
als. There would be no more harrassing tax 
on the importing trade than the one proposed 
os packages, and he hoped it would es voted

_ one whose property is not exposed ,to 
them should insure in a comcern which 
takes such risks. The true company, for 
farmers at least to seek, is one which does 
business only with isolated buildings.—

Funeral Oration by Victor Hugo. 


The funeral of M. de Kester, the French 
Republican, took place at Guernsey on 
April 11, Victor Hugo delivering the ora- 
tion over the grave of the deceased. In 
the course of his speech he said: ‘‘ Kester 
had been the victim of that abominable 
teaching which is a sort of snare for child- 
hood, which conceals history from youthful 
intelligence, which falsifies facts and cor- 
rupts the mind. The result—a blind gen- 
eration. Let a despot come and he will 
be able to cheat an ignorant nation out of 
everything, even their consent, He will be 
able io trick them even with universal suf- 
frage, and then is seen the phenomenon of 
a people governed by extorted signatures. 
That is called a plebiscite. Kester had, 
like many of us, to educate himself oyer 
again. had to put off, not ‘the old 
man,’ but the old child, and step by step he 
left behind him his false ideas, and arrived 
at true ones. Having once grasped the 
trith, he devoted himself to it. He re- 
mained in exile out of love for his father- 
land, nineteen years. Here he is at last 
asleep. Asleep! No, I withdraw that 
word ! Death does not sleep. Death lives. 
Death touches man in two ways. It freez- 
es him, then it resusciiates him. We see 
the eyes which it closes, we do not see those 
which it opens, Adieu, my old companion ! 
Thou art going to find justice, truth, 
fraternity harmony, and love in the im- 
mense serenity. Thou art going to see all 
the great hearts flaming in the radiant form 
which death has given them. Thou wilt 
say to Mirabeau that ’89 is tied to the pil- 
lory ; to Robespierre that‘ the Republic is 
poignarded: to Camille Desmoulins, that 
Justice is dead. Thou wilt tell all of them 
that we are resolved never to surrender, 
standing upright on that large breach called 
exile. wlch our convictions and their phan- 
toms.” :

About ten o'clock this morning (26th), 
one of the most melancholy cases of suicide 
Which has taken place in this city or vicinity 
for many years, occurred on Burlington Bay, 


The particulars of the affair, as gathered by | 
our reporter, are briefly as follows: At the | 
time mentioned above, Mr. Charles Beckett, | 
who is well known in this city as a professor | 
of music, hireda small row boat at Mr. | 
boat-house, and. started , out, | 
heading in the direction of Oakland. Mr, 
Bastien, of course, thought nothing further 
of the matierat the time, Soon after, two | 
lads, named respectively John Rutherford 
and David Coulter, who were out in a sail- 
boat, discovered a hat floating in the water, 
which attracted their nitention, and while 
endeavoring to seize the hat, the boat in 
which they were seated glided past the 
lifeless body of Mr, Beckett, which appear- 
ed just then to have come to the surface, 
Coulter caught the body and dragged it to 
the siern of the boat, and then secured it 
by means of a small piece of rope. Ruther- 
ford and Coulter both say that blood was 
visible on the water when they first caught 
the body. They had not gone more than 
150 yards before the rope gave way and the 
body sunk. The row boat which Mr. 
Beckett had used was found near the spot, 
and was taken by the lads into Brown's 
wharf. Inthe boat was found an empey 
razor case, and on the sides were a number 
of spots of fresh blood. Mr. Bastien states 
that he saw nothing peculiar in Mr. Beckett's 
manner farther than he walked more rapid- 
ly than usual down the stairs of the em- 
bankment leading to the boat-house. Grap- 
pling for the body has been commenced, and 
it is thought there will be little difficulty in 
securing it, as the locality where it was last 
seen is familiar to both Rutherford and 
Coulter. Deceased had been in the Western 
States for some months past, and returned 
to this city last week. He leaves a wife 
and small family to mourn his rash act. 
We sympathize deeply with his relatives in 
the city.

pute in the tariff, can only be treated on the 
acknowledged principles of trade. And 
these axioms may be laid down with regard 
tothem. If a revenue is raised from coal 
and wheat it Will be at the expense of con- 
sumers in Canada. If the wheat duties 
yield no revenue because of Canada growing 
& surplus crop of wheat, which she does, 
the exaction of the duty and the giving of 
the drawbacks with all the regulations that 
must be observed can only operate detri- 
mentally as a check to the American grain 
carrying trade by which Canadian shippers 
profit greatly. Te duty be exacted on an- 
thracite-coal imported from the United 
States, the burden of this duty will fall 
upon Ontario and yield no protection to 
Nova Scotia, which does not yield anthra- 
cite and whose biiumionus coal cannot be 
made to take the place of the other in our 
domestic stoves: and in certain manufactur- 
ing operations for which anthracite is in- 
dispensable. These considerations point to 
the folly of the duties ; but as the House 
has supported the administration by a small 
majority in imposing them, and as a minis- 
terial crisis and change is probably out of 
the questions and certainly to be avoided 
on special considerations, the duties will 
pet y have to be tried, Lot us see whether 
food and coal duties and salt imports will 
make the people contented under the na- 
tional policy which it is held by ministerial 
and legislative wisdom the exigencies of 
Confederation require, Let us see also 
whether this policy of differential duties 
will hasten or rotard tho negotiations of a 
Reciprocity treaty with the United States.
